The biggest feature of last week 
in legislative progress was andoubt- 
edly the passage by the senate of 
the workmen’s compensation bill of 
Senator Bowden of th¢ fifth. This 
bill was passed without a dissent- 
ing vote in the senate. An almost 
dentical bill was introduced in the 
house by Mr. McDonald of Richmond 
and has, already been _ unanimously 
favorably repoited by the commit- 
tee ow labor and labor statistics of 
that body. An effort will be made 
to put the senate bill carrying the 
mames of both authors on its pas- 
sage in the house at an early date. 
These bills are not the same as 
the bills introduced by the identical 
authors last year. The introduc- 
tion at that time was for the pur- 
pose of getting the measures on the 
calendar early. The present bills are 
substitutes proposed by the authors 
and adopted in committee.” They 
have received the hearty approval 
of both the labor and the manufac- 
turers’ organizations, have oeen in- 
dorsed by insurance men experienc- 
ed in insuring manufacturers 
against injuries to ‘workmen as 
probably the best of their kind and 
have also received the indorsement 
of Commissioner of Commerce and 


Labor Hal Stanley. They embody 
features of the best laws in the 
union, including the Ohio wcerkmen’s 
compensation act, which was one of 
the great constructive measures of 
the democratic governor, 


Cox. 

All but six of the states in the 
union have now in operation work- 
men’s compensation acts. The dila- 
tory states, Georgia, North and 
South Carolina, Florida, Mississippi 
and .Arkansa3, are all located in the 
south. 

Another bill embodying many of 
the features of another of Governor 
Cox’s famous reconstruction meas- 
ures, which is scheduled to come up 
for passage in the senate this week, 
is the securities commissioner bill, 
otherwise known as the “blue sky 
bil.” It was unanimously reported 
by the senate general judiciary com- 
mittee/some time ago and Senator 
Dorris Yof the 48th, one of its au- 
thors, introduced a privilegede res- 
olution Friday asking that it be 
made a special order for. next 
Wednesday. 

An identical bill was introduced 
in the house by Representative Mil- 
ner of Dodge, and Pace of Sumter. 
It has been referred to a subcom- 
mittee of three of the general ju- 
ditiary committee No: 2, which will 
hold a conference with Secretary of 
State S. C. McLendon on the subject 
in his office Monday afternoon. 

So important was this measure 
considered by Governor Cox that he 
sent a special message to the Ohio 
legisJature on the subject in 1914. 
The Ohio Ikw has been upheld by 
the. suprem court of the United 
States in a nepoch-making decision 
after one of the greatest legal bat- 
tles in recent years. It has since 
met with the unqualified approval 
of all the honest business interests 
in Ohio.

labor, white farmers are coming in 
from other sections, and new and 
improved farming conditions will 
result from mechanical appliances, 
now in use in every progressive 
farming district. 

All told, we’re doing pretty well 
at home, and the outlook for greater 
production of a variety of profitable 
crops grows brighter with every 
season. 


BACK TO THE FARM! 

The alarming ¢isparity in popu- 
lation increase between the. cities 
and the rural districts of the coun- 
try as revealed in the statistics 
that are being published day by 
day by the census bureau, is a seri- 
ous problem for the United States. 

Governor M. B. Wellborn, of the 
Atlanta Federal Reserve bank, in 
a constructive discussion of ‘this 
condition, truthfully caid in Satur- 
day’s Constitution that the census 
returns to date clearly indicate 
“that the cities are growing rapidly 
at the expense of the farms until 
it has reached a point that some 
comprehensive .zheme should be 
inaugurated to halt the ever-con- 
tinual movement of the farmers 
to the cities.” ™ 

More than that, something not 
only “should,” but must be done to 
stop this process of bleeding the 
rural districts of the country—to 
turn the tide of migration and start 
it back to the farm—for serious 
consequences will be the inevitable 
result of the present drift unless 
it is checked. : 

Governor Wellborn ascribed the 
“continued march of young men 
from the farms to the city” to the 
following primary conditions: 

First, the higher immediate re- 
wards for labour in the city; sec- 
ond, the lack of proper comfortable 
liviig conditions that do not now 
exist on the farm; third, the infrior- 
ity of educational and amusement 
facilities in the country; fourth, the 
prevalence of the tenantry system 


lof farming—that is, the ownership 


of immense 4racts of cultivated 
land by landlords, and the diffi- 
culty the tenant encounters in ac-. 
quiring ownership of the land he 
cultivates. 

These conditions have produced 
a problem for which a solution 
must be found, for it involves a sit- 
uation that is unnatural and posi- 
tively destructive in its tendencies. 

Something must be done to make 
farm life more attractive; to enable 
the farmer to surround his children 
with educational and refining facil- 
ities and influences equal to those 
enjoyed by the children of the city- 
dweller; to enable the farmer to 
obtain and enjoy the full products 
of his labor and invested capital. 

It is a problem that Governor 
Wellborn very properly commends 
to the state for most serious con- 
sideration. 

And the longer it is neglected— 
the longer. our cities continue at- 
tracting our young men and young 
women from the farm, as moths 
are attracted to a bright light—the 
more acute will become the danger 
to state and nation, for the prob- 
lem is nation-wide. : 


WHEN A MOB GATHERS. 

“A citizen’s duty when a mob 
gathers,” suggests The Buffalo 
Express, commenting upon the re- 
cent tragedy at Graham, N. C., “is 
to clear out, unless he is deputized 
by a proper authority to help in 
suppressing it.” 

In the affair to which reference 
is made a mahcine gun company 
of national -guardsmen, called into 
action by the governor of the 
state to prevent a lynching, fired 
upon a mob and killed a man. 

Subsequent press dispatches say 
that the victim was an “innocent 
bystander,” standing “fifty feet 
from the crowd when struck.” 

“Fifty feet,” as The Buffalo Ex- 
‘press points out, “is not the width 
of an ordinary city street;” and a 
man who goes that close to a mob 
can only by a stretch of credulity 
be classed ag an “innocent by- 
stander.” That close, even if idle 
curiosity alone attracted him, his 
presence would tend to give the 
mob the encouragement of num- 
bers, and it would be his misfor- 
ture more than anybody else’s 
fault, if, in the event of fighting, he 
should bp found by a stray bullet. 

Close proximity to a crowd of 
/men menacing a jail is no place— 
certainly not a safe place—for one 
who is peacefully inclined and 
well-meaning. And while it is re 
grettable that a citizen lost his life 
im connection with the Durham in- 
cident. that fact is not so deplor-

overturn the law ahd give free rein 
to violent license and di--rder; .but 
the alternative is anarchy, lawless- 
ness, social and civic degradation. 

“Evidently, the anti-American 
crime of lynching and other crimes 
of mob violence are battering 
against a weve of unpopularity in 
that section of North Carolina, for 
the gang that failed to.remove. those 
-Prisoners from the Graham jail was 
masked. Elsewherg, including Tex- 
as, the almost complete escape of 
all lynchers from punishment unde: 
the law of the state, renders mask- 
ing one of the cowardly stratagems 


not deem it necessary to resort.” 


Viewing the Durham occurrence 
froma this distance, the big, com- 
mendable fact stands out above ali 
others that, deplorable as was the 
fate of the victim of’ the machine 
gun that was brought into play, 
there was no lynching; and in the 
future, if a simidar situation should 
arise in that vicinity—which is less 
likely now than .before—all prudent 
citizens, who are neither. members 
of the mob nor in sympathy with 
lawlessness, will follow our. Buf- 
falo contemporary’s advice and 
“clear out.” ?

GEORGIA’S FINANCES 


For a great many years the peo- 
ple of this state have heard much} 


about the financial condition of 
Georgia—about “casual deficien- 
cies,” “temporary deficiencies,” etc. 
The result has been a constant. 
sense of uncertainty as to the 
actual facts. 

One statehouse official would 
tell the people that there was-no 
deficiency, and that at the end of 
the year the state could strike an 
even balance; and he would “prove” 
his statement by figures. 

Another, with equal certainty and 
positiveness, and having equal op-4 
portunity to know the facts, would 
tell the public that the state faced 
a treasury deficiency amounting, 
perhaps, to millions of dollars; and 
he, too, would employ figures to 
“prove” that the treasury was 
empty just as the other “proved” 
that it was not. 

Patently, the state of Georgia 
either is or it is not running be- 
hind financially; and. whichever fs 
the real condition the public is en- 
titled to know. 

Therefore, it seems to us ‘that 
the resolution now pending in the 
general assembly, authorizing ¢@ 
committee—to be composed of the 
president of the senate, the speaker 
of the house, the chairman and vice 
chairman of the appropriations and 
ways and means committees of the 
house and senate, together with the 
governer, the comptroller general, 
the treasurer and the secretary of 
state, as ex-officio members—to 
make a thorough and scientific in- 
vestigation and report back to the 
legislature the exact facts relating 
to the situation, is in the interest 
of the public welfare. 

It is the opinion of The Constitu- 
tion that not only a deficiency, but 
a continuous deficiency, has been 
in existence in our state treasury 
for many years. 

The fact is, the state started to 
run behind at the time it estab- 
lished the public school system and 
made no provision for its first 


From that day to this the 
state has been kiting, robbing 
Peter to pay Paul, and conducting 
its financial operations on a basis 


ceivership or a.court investigation 
if Georgia had been, instead of a 
State government, a big private 
business corporation. 

By all means let us find out ex- 
actly where we stand, as the reso- 
lution in question contemplates, and 
then take whatever steps 
deemed most practicable and ef- 
fective to put the state on a 
sound, safe financial basis, such as 
will relieve the people from all 
dread of the “deficiency” night- 
mare in the future. 


THE PROPOSED CANAL. 


The ‘movement that has as its 
objective the construction of a sea- 
level ship canal to provide an 
inland waterway transportation 
route extending from the Missis- 
sippi river to the Atlantic ocean, 
at Cumberland: Sound, Ga., is one 
in the promotion and success of 
which every citizen of the south, 
especially of Georgia and _ the 
states bordering on the Gulf of 
Mexico, should take an active and 
suugestive interest. wae 

In an article appearing elsewhere 
in this issue, C. C. Thomas, 
secretary-manager of the Waycross 
(Ga.) Chamber of Commerce, gives 
a comprehensive description of the. 
route of the proposed canal, and 
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within reach of it and the naviga- | 
ble rivers of the Mississippi sys-} 


tem. | : 


As an artificial water transpor-| 


tation. project, Mr. Thomas very 
appropriately -élasses the proposed 
Atlantic-Mississippi canal as being. 
second in importance only to the 
Suez and Panama canals, and yet 
its construction would cost almost 
nothing as compared with the cost 


-of construction of either of these 


two great waterways. 

A bill is pending before the na- 
tional house .of representatives 
providing for an immediate survey 
of the proposed canal, aid it will 
bé up for consideration during the 
short term of the present congress 
next December. 

It is to be hoped this measure 
will be speedily enacted, after 
which it will be a simple_.matter to 
get the work of actua? construc- 
tion under way. 

In consideration of the national 
benefits to be realized from the 
development of this great trans- 
portation project, it should en- 
counter no opposition either among 
the rank and file of American titi- 


zens or in congress.

New York, July 24.—The confer- 
ence of Spa sat on the second an- 
nivyersary of the decisive German 
adéfeat in the battle of the second 
Marne, which was itself the first 
long step toward the collapse of 
November, 1918. ff one could re- 
mount to the laconic phrases, so 
famillar in the official statements 
of military operations In the days 
of the world war, one might ex- 
pect from German sources some- 
thing like this: 

“On our western front the army 
group of §tinnes has completely 
ruptured the Versailles line of the 
enemy. The freak through was on 
a very wide front and our forces 
are still advancing. * 

“On the eastern front our gallant’ 
allies. the bolshevists, have com- 
pletely beaten the Polish forces, 
which are everywhere in retreat and 
have agreed in advance to accept 
as an armistice line the boundary 
fixed by the Versailles conference, 
which deprives Poland of all of her 
ancient territory.” 

Broke Allies’ Line. 


To the western world the success 

of the Germans in forcing modifi- 
Gations of the Varsailles compact 
is covered in a small measure by 
the fact that at a certain point the 
allies resorted to ultimatums and 
‘summoned Marshal Foch to pre- 
pare for the occupation of the Ruhr 
district. But this is, after all, little 
significant. What the Germans did 
was to break through the allied 
lines, using the old military largon 
and exploit their gains as long as 
it was profitable at the point 
where the gesistance stiffened, they 
halted ee consolidated their new 
positions from which they will 
presently attack again. 
“whe essential thing is that the 
Germans were successful in secur- 
ing modifications of the treaty of 
Versailles. They obtained a post- 
ponement of the date of disarma- 
ment, already become a mere mat- 
ter of phrase, since they had failed 
to comply with it and the time limit 
had expired. They secured a reduc- 
tion of the amount of coal they must 
deliver and they obtained an in- 
Grease in the credits which they 
were allowed on the basis of the 
coal delivered. Thus even when 
they surrendered to an ultimatum 
they were able to point to a com- 
promise in another direction which 
more than paid for their submis- 
sion. 

Ludendorff in his memoirs refers 
over and over again, to the two 

» fatal days of August 8 and 20, 1918. 
Their fatal character lay in the fact 

that they disclosed to the allies the 
weakening of the German morale 
and thus amounted to invitations to 
Foch to continue and even to mul- 
tiply his efforts. The battle of Spa 
must. be regarded henceforth as the 
same sort of an advertisement. 

The very conference was in itself 
a victory for the Germans since 
they were permitted, at last, to 
escape from the conditions sur- 
rounding- them during the confer- 
ence in Paris and their represen- 
tatives were able to talk and debate 
like those of the allied nations 

there represented. And they took 
full advantage of their opportunity. 
All Germany is now ringing gith 
the defiance of Stinnes and belie 
‘that the gains which were made 
were the result of the return of 
Stinnes to the old Prussian meth- 
oa of talking, which was insolent, 
when it was not minatory. 


Open Resistance Finally. 


% To be sure, the Germans discover- 
| e@@ that there was a_ point beyond 
which they could not go at Spa and 

at the eleventh hour they halted

that resistance, even if it did not. 
lead to final rupture or the realiza- 
tion of all that the German repre- 
sentatives sought, was profitable. It 
is easy to conclude, with even the 
smallest knowledge of the Germah 
methed of thinking, that we shali 
have .henceforth resistance, multi- 
plied emergy in seeking openly 4s 
well as covertly to balk the allies. 
And we may also conclude that 
Spa~is only the first in the long 
seriés, of international gatherings 
which will precede the arrival of 
the moment whén the Germans will 
dare resist openly. At Spa it was 
clear that the moment had not 
come. Demanding certain French 
concessions, Liloyd-George in the 
last analysis stood with Millerana. 
His position was more clearly de- 
fined in the matter of demoralization 
than in that of coal because his own 
national sentiment was more united. 
But on the whole the Angio-French 
association stood the strain of Spa 
better than the Germans probably 


hoped. 

Still it is perfectly clear to the 
Germans that neither George nor 
parliament could raise or send many 
troops to Germany at the present 
moment to enforce allied demands 
in the matter of coal or of repara- 
tions. Ireland, India, Egypt, Turkey 
are providing occupation for the 
small British regular army and la- 
bor, become more important than 
any American observer not recent- 
ly in England ean appreciate, stands 
as a further and even more con- 
siderable bar. 

Yet at one time the British oppose 
French military action alone, or 
with Belgium as the sole partner 
and shrink trom employing British 
troops in such an operation. This 
was the underlying basis for Ger- 
man policy. Up to a certain point 
George was bound to go to avoid 
military action, a measure of com- 
promise he was bound -to impose} 
upon his French associates, and this’ 
measure he did impose. When he 
had reached his limit, when it was 
plain France would stand no more, 
then George became adamant, and 
in the end, under threat of military 
action, Germany climbed down. 

‘But an alliance, like a chain, has 
only the strength of the weakest 
link and the Germans, knowing the 
British opposition to more military 
ventures, knowing that labor dis- 
approves of the treaty of Versailles 
and favors its amendment, will be 
able to exploit the situation stil] 
further tempting France to act alone 
and thus straining the Anglo- 
French assodlation just a little 
more. ' 


Treaty Will Dissolve. 


At Spa, then, we have seen the 
German strategy of the west front 
fully disclosed. All that is to come’ 
in the following months and years 
will be modeled upon the tactics 
which proved successful within lim- 
its at Spa. Meantime business tends 
to replace diplomacy quite as much 
as generalship, The appearance of 
Stinnes is significant. He will un- 
questionably work the economic 
weapon to the utmost. He will seek, 
now by defiance, now by clever ne- 
gotiation to make it profitable for 
Britain to expand trade with Ger- 
many and thus to increase the re- 
luctance of the British, purely on 
French or Belgian issues, to break 
off the ordinary peaceful relations 
em resort to arms and armed pres- 

e. 

Little by little, then the treaty of 
Versailles will now dissolve and 
vanish, something Germany will 
have to pay, but the total«~amount 
of her paying is going to be insig- 
nificant by contrast with what was 
regarded as the irreducible mini- 
mum at Paris. We shall have reduc- 
tions at once, such as have taken 
place in the matter of coal, but we 
shall have scalings down after each 
crisis, 
ple. Theat Germany will produce 
these crises, may be accepted as a 
matter’ of course. 

But the western front is*not the 
only aréa of hostilities,: nor is it 
certainly the most important. More- 
over, on, the western front Ger- 
many’s possibilities are going to be 
sharply limited for many years to 
come. On the whole it may be 
doubted if Britain would ever again 
permit a German attack upon 
France and \Belgium, without inter- 
vention. And -since France and 
Belgium have entered into a mu- 
tual defense alliance, with specific 
provision as to the humber of troops 
each will supply, any attack upon 
France _ will almost certainly in- 
volve Belgium. _ . 

Even British labor would hardly 
resist British action, if Germany 
again threatened the very existence 
of the western nations, the security 
of Britain included, for London Is 
henceforth within range of Calais 
and aerial warfare, bound to take 
on new expansion henceforth, would 
add. new terrors to Britain, were the 
French channel ports in German 
hands. Thus, for a period which 
may be very long, Germany can-. 
not wisely or even safely seek re- 
venge in the west. 


Conditions in East.

But in the east the matey are | 
far différent. The French oped 
and worked for a strong Poland, 
which, emerging from the struggle 
would serve as a restraining factor 
on Germany’s eastern boundary.

eastern half of Galicia, which con- 
tains 1,500,000 Poles, inst 3,000,-+ 
000 Ruthenians, was allotted to Po- 
land only after it had been con- 
quered and then subjected to a ple- 
biscite in the near future. 

All of which meant that the allies 
were not in sympathy with the Pol- 
ish aspirations and that neither the 
British nor the Americans were 
willing to take the French view of 
the value of a strong Poland in the 
new European stem. Thus dis- 
appointed the Poles quite naturally 
attempted to do, what the Italians 
did for themselves, after Napoleon 
Ill. had deserted them in the days 
ofthe treaty of Villa franca. But 
less fortunate than the Italiar:. 
their efforts have led to disastrous 
failure. ° - ; 

Now at .last the allies, Britain 
more precisely, intervene and de- 
mand that the Russians consent te 
an armistice, which will bring the 
Poles hack within the frontiers fix- 
ed at Paris, reserving for them onlv 
that minimum of territory in which 
no one denies that the Poles con- 
stitute a yast majority, Presumablv 
these frontiers whl Be established, 
at the proposed London conference, 
but this means that we shall have 
a Poland of rather less then 29.9990.- 
000 instead of over 39.090.006. it 
means that this Poland will be with- 
out a defensive barrier on anv aide 
and at the mercv. of anv Russo- 
Germain coalition for the purpose of 
a new rartition. 

Polish Lands Coveted. 

And for the Germans such a new 
Partition is the first article in na- 
tional faith. It is conceivable that 
the Germans might in time come 
to abandon their claims upon Al- 
Sace-Lorraine, thaf the permanent 
evil incident to continuing French 
hostility, which proved the fatal 
barrier to Germany in the future. In 
a word, it is clearly a course of 
sound German statésmanship to ac- 
cept the western settlement, as it 
stands, but there is no German who 
will ever accept the western settle- 
ment under any condition. What 
the French people felt about Alsace- 
Lorraine the German people will feel 
about west Prussia and Posen and if 
upper Silesia be lost in the forth- 
coming plebiscite, the sttuation will 
only be intensified. 

Accordingly one may put it down 
as certain that German policy for 
the future will look to the “re- 
demption” of the Polish: lands of 
the eastern marches as a first step 
in the restoration of Germany. That 
is the real significance of the Pol- 
ish defeat in the recent weeks. It 
leaves Poland, the object of a cer- 
tain German attack in the future, 
weak beyond all hope of self-de- 
fense. unléss aided by France and 
Britain. while the frontiers traced 
at Paris, add to the unhappy situa- 
tion bv creating an impossible mili- 
tary situetion. The Very hour Ger- 
many feels strong enough, she can 
squeeze the “Polish Corridor’ which 
is, in reality the reck of Poland, 
until the new state strangles. 

Meantime, the success of the bol- 
shevists has resulted in the separa- 
tion of Lithuania from Poland, the 
two states ,joined for centuries be- 
fore Frederick the Great’s evil time, 
the two peoples, who were associat- 
ed over a long period, have been 
parted by clever propavanda work 
and thus with the evacuation of 
Lithuania by Polish troops, the bol- 
Shevists across friendly territory 
touch hands with Germany, whife 
Poland ceases at once to have af- 
value as a barrier state and exyst 
only so long as Russia and 
many feel reluctant to risk wegZern 
disapprobation by a new destrytion 
of Polish independence. 

Bolshévist success in th@® 
then is German success. The de- 
cision of the Ruso-Polish war makes 
it certain that there will be no 
strone Poland. capable of#holding 
back holshevist attack at the Prine? 
and the Dwina. The Poland that 
will survive at least temporaritv 


of which Spa was a sam-?pwill he so weak that it can hardly 


contribute anything to western na- 
tions seeking to preserve its ex- 
istence. 


Polish Question Developed. 
Thus, in all o> page probability, 


the hour will confe when Germany 
can challénge Europe again, by the 
occupation of that portion of the 
new Poland, which was stolen from 
its original Polish owners by the 
Prussians between 1772 and 1815. 
At that moment Germany can divide 
with Russia either on the lines of 
1815, which subsisted until the Paris 
conference, orsregain the left bank 
of the Vistula, with Warsaw, which 
she acquired after the second par- 
tition and held until Napoleon’s ar- 
rival at Tilsit. 

And will Britain fight to preserve 
Polish liberties? Or the United 
States? Will France be able to 
risk a war against Germany, per- 
haps in alliance with Russia, to 
maintain Polish freedom, or will the 
west once more turn its head the 
other way as a gallant people are 
passed under a new yoke? The 
brutal fact is that Poland is no 
longer a real state, she exists only 
so long as Germany remains in part 
under the shadow “of defeat and 
German territory is occupied by al- 
lied troops. We have a permanent 
Polish problem added to all the 
other “questions” but we have no 
settlement, we have thus a German 
victory whigh cannot be mistaken. 
The victorious allies have failed to 
establish their will, to establish 
justice in eastern Europe, they have 
builded on sand and the end is not 
hard to foresee. ° 

More than this, not only have 
Germany and Russia been permit- 
ted to come into direct touch, but 
the border states have been alien- 
ated one from the other. The quar- 
rel over Teschen, where 
rights-are beyond all question, has 
been prolonged through the lack of 
any allied decision and the result 
has been the development of a bit- 
terness between Czech and Poles 
which will have evil consequences, 
one day, evil for the Czechs quite 
as much as for the Poles. 

In the hour of Polish need the 
Czechs held uv the ammunition 
trains which were a matter of life 
and death for Poland. But if Po- 
land is directly under the shadow 
of German menace, Czecho-Slovak'ia 
is hardly less. In the new state 
there are above three millions of 
German speaking inhabitants, who 
clamor for union with Germany. 
Tomorrow or next day the union of 
Austria with Germany is inevitable, 
but even before that time, all reat 
avenues of access to the outside 
world which the Czechs can use 
lead acyoss German territory. 

That Germany will ultimately 
seek to reconstruct her Mitteleuro- 
pa seems certain, in Balkanizing 
central Europe, the victorious west- 
ern nations haves made this well 
night inevitable. But in such a 
course union with Austria and alli- 
ance with Hungary are the first two 
German steps and e third is the 
extinction of the cho-Slovak re- 
public, with the _ allocation of the 
‘Slovaks to their former Hungarian 
masters, while the Czechs are fre- 
turned to German control, this time 
exercised from Berlin and not from 
V-enna. 

Poland and Czecho-Siovakia, in 
alliance, counting. nearly 40,000,900 
of people, as they would have, had 
Poland been successful in the east. 
might have offered an obstacle to 
German . aspirations toward the 
south as well as toward the east 
and the assistance of the Jugo- 
lavs would similarly have been as- 
are. But the Poles and Czechs 
have been permitted to quarrel and 
the quarrel has led to an act of 
treachery on the Bohemian part 
which will never be forgiven by the 
Poles, and two races necessary to 
each other, if either were to con- 
tinue free have been separated 
probably forever. 

In a word, of all the edifice cre- 
ated at Paris, it seems now afte~ a 
year little. likely that anything east 
of the French and Belgian fruntiers 
can survive that German renais- 
sance, which is no tonger to be 
doubted. 
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Game Old Fellow Man- 
ages to Hold Back Tears 
When Shamrock Is De- 
feated in Her Own Kind 
ot Race.

On board Steamship Victoria, off 
Sandy Hook, N. J., July 24.—Blue; 
just blue! 

When Resolute pulled herself 
across the bows of the lightship 
relief at the mouth of Ambrose 
channe} at sundown Friday, the deep 
sea blues came up out of the old 
puckered ocean and settled down 
on this boat in a soggy, depress- 
ing blanket of disappontment. Sir 
Thomas Lipton, the game old fel- 
low with the odd little tuft of 
whiskers under lower lip, standing 
in his usual position on the bridge, 
was too full of his feelings to say 
a word. For more than twenty 
years Tommy Lipton has been try- 
ing to lift the America’s cup with 
his Shamrocks, the first second and 
) third, and now the fourth. Next to 
his early struggle to make a for- 
tune so that he coud take care of 
hig old mother and father, this has 
been the fight of his life. 

When Shamrock won Monday’s 
race, putting him two up over Reso- 
lute, Lipton stowed away on a 
transport of joy for. a heaven of 
optimism. Returning to New York 
after that race, he discussed things 
as though that big silver mug were 
already on the way back to Great 
Britain with British naval boats, 
flying royal greetings from their 
signal halyards, foaming out to sea 
to escort ,it in. 

His friends told him he could not 
lose now because Resolute surely 
could not win three races in a row, 
which she would have to do to save 
the cup. 

“Even All” Now. 

But Resolute’s victory this after- 
noon in what was recognized as 
Shamrock’s own kind of a race, tied 
the score when added to her close 
win of Wednesday and Lipton knew 
that he now stoed at “even all” 
with the white boat and just one 
more race to go. This is supposed 
to be Regolute’s best kind of race— 
to winward ard back. If Resolute 


wins, the hope of Tommy Lipton’s 
life will be denied once more. And 
he is an old man now. 

He is such a_e simple, genial, 
friendly old fellow that hundrels of 
average Americans have sent him 
telegrams saying they hoped he 
would win. Thousands have ‘paid 
high prices for passage down the 
course so’ that they could come 
alongside the Victoria and cheer for 
him, a  Briitsher. Wherever he 
meets you on board this boat, be 
you a noble lord of the British em- 
pire or just a plain American news- 
paper reporter with work to do, 
Lipton .stops to tell you a Scotch 
story, to ask about your mother’s 
health, perhaps to invite her aboard 
for the next race. While Tommy 
Lipton is talking to you you are the 
whole company for him and he 
couldn’t be any more friendly or any 
more sincere if he were talking to 
his own king. Never a bitter word 
escapes htm, never a whine about 
the conditions cf the-race which are 
regarded as unduly severe. 3 

That is why the deep sea blues 
came over this clipper this- after- 
noon when Tommy Lipton lost his 
second race. 


Tears 17 Years Ago. 


After a while he came down off 
the bridge.. When he lost the rage 
17 years ago his friends saw tears 
rolling down his tanned cheeks, but 
he held them back today, although 
you may be sure they were ‘there. 
The two little daughters of ex-May- 
or Honey John Fitzgerald, of Bos- 
ton, met him at the foot of the lad- 
der and put their arms around him 
while the movie men ground out 
footage. 

“Smile, Sir Thomas,” said _ the 
camera kid with his check cap on 
backward and a cigar slanting out 
of his mouth.

The Panama canal was agi- 
tated for 300 years, with all sorts 
of adverse reports and after France 
had spent millions of dollars in its 
promotion, yet it was built and has 
changed the shipping routes of the 
world. The proposed Atlantic-to-

Transportation conditions today de- 
mand that they be connected by the 
Atlantic-to-Mississippi ship nal 
with the markets of the wor on 
the south Atlantic coast where the 
products of the middle western 
States may be sold and delivered at 
a minimum cost of freight. 


To Facilitate Ocean Shipping? 

In order that the congestion of 
the North Atlantic ports may be 
ig it is necessary to develop 
the South Atlantic ports of Wil- 


mington, Charleston, Savannah, 
Brunswick and Jacksonville. In 
order to develop these southern 
ports it is essentially necessary 
that a great bunker coal port be 
established south of Hatteras in 
order to supply bunker coal.

through the Panama canal, heads 
direct to Norfolk, Va,, where she 
can get bunker coal and then con- 
tinues on her journey, which is an 
additional steaming distance of 
from 500 to 700 miles, with its con- 
sequent cost and increase of freight 
charges.

Along Amelia 
and the St. Mary’s rivers there is 
more than a hundred miles of 
wharfage, with deep water, and 
with port facilities greater than 
Liverpool, London and Hamburg 
combined,.and greater than all of 
the ports of New York, Philadel- 
phia, Balttmore and Boston.

o Tell Identity 
Of Mardered Girl 


Han¢writing Contained in 
Series of Letters May 
Clear Up the Trunk Mys- 
tery. 


New York, July 24—Clues ob- 
tained today from handwriting con- 
tained in a series of letters which 
passed between Detroit and New 
York are expected to reveal the 
identity of the woman whose muti- 
lated and unclad body was found 
in a trunk here yesterday, police 
investigating the case announced 
tonight. 

The letters were produced by An- 
drew. J. Branic, a local expressman., 
Branic also told the officials of 
two South Americans for whom he 
stored a trunk in 1918, and one 
of whom later ordered the trunx 
shipped to “E. Leroy, care of the 
Y. M. C. A.,” in Detroit. The name 
of Leroy is that of the persons re- 
ported as having occupied an apart- 
ment at No. 105 Harper street, De- 
troit, the address on the trunk in 
which the body was found yester- 
day. 

The most recent letter to which 
the police attached importance was 
one received by Branic June ll, 
from a man in Detroit. It was 
signed “A. A. Tatum,” and ordered 
him to get a trunk sent from there 
June 10. He tried to locate the 
trunk, but was not able to find it. 

It was last January, Branic told 
the police, that he/received the let- 
ter directing the trunk. to be sent 
to E. Leroy. That letter, he said, 
was in the same handwriting as 
the Tatum letter, but was signed 
O. J. Woods, the name which the 
expressman said was used by one 
of the two South Americans. These 
men, according to Branic, - were 
known to him first as A. J. Fer- 
nandez and Joseph Yanez. 

Asked to Get Trunk. 

Fernandez later told him he was 
arrested under the name of O. J. 
Woods, in connection with an auto- 
mobile accident in Brooklyn, in- 
volving the death of a man. He 
was releaged on bail and left New 
York. Branic received a letter from 
him in Detroit in December, 1919, 
and in July, 1919, was asked to get 
a trunk and hold it until Woods 
wanted it. This trunk was ordered 
sent to Leroy. 

Throughout all of the correspond- 
ence with A. A. Tatum, O. J. Woods 
and E. Leroy, Branic declared, the 
handwriting was the same. 

Captain Carey, of the homicide 
bureau, said that the trunk, 
which ha@ concealed the woman’s 
body for more than a month, to- 
gether with a rope used to fasten it, 
and articles of clothing employed 
as wadding, had been sent to De- 
troit,. from whence it had been 
shipped here on June 10. Itshould

Lenine asserted that the social 
democrats were the most serious o)b- 
stable to the development of revolu- 
tionary pre as a means of serv- 
ice to all countries, as it had been 
shown they weer the énemies of 
the working class and defenders of 
the bourgeoisie.

Indications are that southern 
farmers are more interested than 
ever before in the growing of grain 
tuis fall. This is largely due to an 
awtkermrigp io the tact tpat the eli- 
mate wf ines cine Permits the 
“product: m clops daring 
the winter EP oa and also that idie 
land in winter means a& loss in 
potential wealth. Added to these is 
the great demand for greater gruin 
production. Kecent figures issued 
by the United States department of 
agriculture suow that the cost of 
producing wheat in the recognized 
| grain belts.of the west has been 
very greatly incre d, so much so 
that many farmers lost money on 
tl-e:r crop last year. \It is figured 
tnat with the’mild climate of the 
se-tthwest and the quick response 
of its solss to good methods of farm- 
ing that the southern: farmer can 
produce whea: at a profit. 

This profit is aSsured: where 
heavy yields are made per acre by 
the use of good seed, proper soil 
preparation, and liberal fertilization. 
It is felt by many progressive farm- 
ers of the southeast: that the south 
has really-been overlooking a big 
opportunity to cash ~ on grain pro- 
duction. The wheat, oats or rye 
may be put in after some of the 
summer crops have been grown and 
harvested and are ready to take off 
the next spring in time to plant such 
late crops as corn, cowpeas, sor- 
ghum and some of tiie other ‘>rage 
crops.

Being planted 
in the fall, it comes off the land in 
the spring or early summer in time 
for a good crop of some lezume 
such as cowpeas, to be put back, 
thus aiding in the improvement of 
the soil.

Wheat is a crop that 
can be pianted’and handled. with a 
minimum of labor. ‘the boll weevil 
has now about covered the entire 
south, making’ it imperative: that 
those Who grow cotton put in oniy 
that acreage which can be handled 
to best a@vantage or the boll weevil 
will get a big share of the crop. 
Many farmers are looking fof otlLer 
crops to use on this remaining acre- 
age after making the restrictions in 
cotton.

For 
the south, it wives Dest returns when 
planted in the fall. Some growers 
break their lana thoroughly after 
taking some spring crop trom the. 
land and then allow it tu lie tallow 
for the remainder of the summer, 
harrowing at intervals to keep down 
weeds. in this manner the soil is 
in fine condition with a firm seed 
bed and the surface sdil is later put 
into condition by harrowing, thus 
finely pulverizing the soil particles 
for the reception of the seed. 
Other growers do not plow the 
land but follow some summer crop 
with wheat after a thorough har- 
rowing. This is true in the case of 
wheat after corn. Not many ofr the 
most successful farmers use the 
same plan in preparing their land. 
Different methods must be used on 
different soils and under different 
conditions. For one thing, however, 
to be successful with the crop in 
every case, the seed bed must be 
firm with the upper three or four 
inches in a mellow, finely pulverized 
condition ready for the seed. This 
emphasizes the fact that a great 
mass of s6me green crop should not 
be plowed under just previous to 
planting. This will cause the seed 
bed to be porous, to dry out quick- 
ly. and will prevent the passage of 
water from the lower Soil to the 
When 
the plowing is done too near the 
time of planting, some of the best 
growers use a roller to firm the bed. 
This ig to be recommended in dry 
seasons as it firms down the seed 
and makes more certain the 
contact of the seed with the soil 
water. 
Fertilizers to Use. 


Wheat needs fertile lan@é. To 
make the largest yields the crop

the heavier loams, in the case of 
the sandy sections, give the best re- 
turns. Limestone soils are known 
to be good wheat producers. Light, 
sandy soils may give returns in a 
favordble season when the lami has 
been properly put into condition. 


| Uniess well fertilized,-however, poor 


be secured under any 
condition. It will be well to use 
as much well rotted manure as can 
be secured, ‘keeping in mind that 
this is an unbalanced plant food 
containing largely the element, ni- 
trogen, which will produce stalk 
and vineat the expense of the seed. 
A commercial fertilizer mixture 
analyzing from 8-to 9 per cent 
available phosphoric acid, 2 to 3 per 
cent nitrogen, and 3 to 4 per cent 
potash will give zxood results. This 
should be applied according to the 
richness or fertility of the land. 
From 250 to 500 pounds per .acre 
is the usual application where the 
wheat has followed a crop that has 
been well fertilized. It is believed 
that not less than 500 pounds should 
be applied per acre for best results.

sown broadcast. Most up-to-date 
farms are now equipped with a seed 
drill, having either the small discs 
or the small plowss These can be. 
used for planting and distributing 
the fertilizer at the same _ time.. 
Where there is not a drill machine 
available, the open furrow method 
of plowing and planting as clos: 
as possible to each preceding row 
with a small tongue plow may be 
used to better advantage than by 
sowing the seed broadcast. 


Amount of Seed to Use. 

The amount of seed to-use varies. 
Good heavy seed wil), germinate bet- 
ter and grow off more quickly than 
light, trashy seed. Where weather 
conditions are favorable and the 
Planting has been done in time, not 
as much seed is required as where 
a large percentage of the plants 
will be winter-killed. When plant- 
ed lightly. 
stool better. On an average, com- 
paring all years. at least five pecks 
of seed are used per acre. On fer- 


tile land and when planted earf ..) 


from one to two necks have been 
known to give satisfactorv results. 
Where the seed is hroadcasted more 
should be vsed than where the 
wheat is drilled and in this latter 
ease at least six to eight pecks are 
used. 

To be successful in wheat produc- 
tion and to eliminate the smut dis- 
ease, most growers treat their seed 
with a solution of about one pound 
of blue vitrol or copper sulphate to 
five gallons of water. The seed 
may be immersed in this solution 
for ten minutes, then stand in the 
bag or basket to drain for anothe: 
ten minut®s, then spread out to dry; 
or, the seed may be sprinkled at 
the rate of one gallon of the solu- 
tion to about four bushels of-the 
grain, sprinkling and stirrine until 
all the grains are thoroughly wet. 
At the end of the hour, dry. Smut 
may also be controlled by sprinkling 
or tmmersion for thirty minutes 
with a solution of one pound of 
formalin to fifty gallons of water. 

Varieties Recommended. 

There are an untold number of 
varieties. Some of them have been 
old-time, tried varieties given a 
new and high-sounding name to 
promote a ready sale of the seed. 
There are some pedigreed varieties, 
however, that are esr rag for the 
different localities. The dif#erent 
experiment’ stations of the ,south 
have worked out the best fér the 
different sections of the various 
states and it is best to apply to them 
for definite information. Two types 


are generally used in the south at 


this time, the bearded and the 
smooth. The smooth varieties give 
the larger yields in an average of 
years, but the bearded varieties are 
generally the more certain to make 
a crop under agiverse conditions. 
The North Carolina experiment sta- 
tion has found that in the high alti- 
tudes Leap’s Prolific, Purple Straw 
and Bearded Fulcaster yield about 
thé same. All are good standard 
varieties and give excellent returns 
when properly handled. 

There are many other Varieties 
rrown locally or handled by seeds- 
men of the different communities. 
Some of these will give better re- 
sults than those brought from a dis- 
tance and it is well to give the best 
of them atrial before ordering from 
another distant section. 

The fundamentals of wheat rrow- 
ing. therefore, may be summed up 
in the use of a rood seed bed, pure 
seed free from disease. and the cron 
nc A on to produce maximum 
yields.

“Well, if he déesn’t know 
that he is the candidate of this ¢or- 
poration he is_the only person— 
man, woman oF child—in the city 
of Atlanta who doesn't know it: If 
he were running for mayor on 
merit alone he would be a hot com-/ 
petitor of Dr. Huff. 

“If money will. defeat a man, if 
money will buy the mayorship, 
then I have no chance-to be. mayor 
again. If we have reached that 
point where money can debauch the 
civic life,” he continued, “then not 
only will I be defeated, but I don’t 
want to be elected.” 
Goodhart’s Record. 


The mayor’ was introduced by 
Councilman Claude Ashley, of the 
fourth ward, who told the crowd 
that during his association. with 
Aldérman adbase in city council 
the alderman had introduced two 
measures—one to ,run the clock 
ahead an hour. ant the other to re- 
lieve the chamber. of commerce 
from the payment of taxes. Myr. 
Ashley also said that Mr. Goodhart 
took $7,770 of the $10,000 streets or- 
dinary fund apportioned by the 
finance committee to his ward and 
spent it to resurface Fifteenth 
street, form Peachtree etheet to 
Piedmont avenue, “when: that was 
already one of ‘the best paved 
streets in Atlanta, and did not spend 
One cent on Piedmont avenue, a 
section of which is the worst pav- 
ed street in the world.” 

Mayor Key replied in his speech 
to his opponent’s criticism about the 
city’s streets. “There are holes in 
the streets,” admitted the mayor. 
“I found them there when I became 
mayor, and there will always be 
holes, more or less, in the streets.” 

The speaker was armed with tise 
ures with which he undertook t 
shatter the comparison repeatedly 
made by Mr. Goodhart between the 
operation of Atlanta’s government 
on an income f $8,400,000, as 
against Birmingham with a revenue 
of $2,600,000, 

Compares Two Cities. 


Birmingham, asserted the mayor, 
does not provide one cent for its 
schools, whereas Atlanta contributes 
$1,500, 000. to their support: § Bir- 
mingham* does not spend anything 
for maintenance of its hospitals; for 
charity she spent $36, as against 
Atlanta’s $50,000 last year, and pays 
her firemen and policemen $100 a 
month, $30 a month lower than the 
men of the two departments in At- 
lanta receive. . 

With this answer to Mr. Good- 
hart’s Birmingham comparison con- 
cluded, he turned his attention to 
the proposed new charter. At the 
chamber of commerce dinner given 
the first of the year, said Mr. Key. 
he was publicly informed that the 
chamber of commerce was gotng to 
make Atlanta “a new suit of 
clothes.” “Well,” he declared, “to 
my way of thinking. when she 
starts out to select a new suit of 
clothes’ she _ the right to select 
her own ta 

“We may need some charter re- 
vision, but when we make it we 
want to have some representation 
left.” It would be dangerous gov- 
ernment, he asserted, to plate al- 
most unlimited power in the hands 
of one man, as the new charter pro- 
posed to do in the person of a city 
manager. He argued also that the 
charter would mean the doom of the 
public school by excluding council- 
manic assistance which they have 
received in the past. 

Modern School System. 


“If I am elected,” declared the 
mayor, “I am going to establish a 
public school system that is modern 
and up-to-date. We will have a 
girls’ high school in keeping with 
the needs of the city; a tech high 
school that will meet the expecta- 
tion of the boys, and a boys’ high 
school. I am going out and levy 
Some more emergency taxes, if nec- 
essary, to build them.” 

The mayor told the crowd that he 
didn’t purpose to be clothed with 
the toga of “ceremonial mayor— 
function officiator—after dinner 
spoofer—" that’ the new charter 
would require the executive to wear. 

One of -his principal objections to 
the new charter is its removal of 
the ground of impeachment con- 
tained in the present charter against 
any city official who proposes the 
sale of the waterworks. That 
ground was purposely left out of 
the new instrument, according to 
the mayor, ‘with a view.of util- 
mate acquisition of the waterworks 
by private interests. , 

Oppos‘tion to his ‘candidacy for 
re-election has originated from two 
sources, said Mr. Key in conclusion 
—first, his fight against street car, 
fare, electrio light and gas light | 
raises; and, second, his advocacy of 
the municipal ownership of public 
utilities. “But we have made prog- 
ress in this direction,” he added, 
“and I believe that if I am elected 
for another 4erm municipal owner- 
ship in Atlanta will be an accom- 
plished fact before ‘ts end.”

From the residences of the vic- 
‘tims .to Milltown cemetery the 
streets were lined with people and 
the atmosphere was charged 
tension, but the spark which might 
set city “ablaze was .not forthcom- 
ing. 

The henneas of Mrs. Noade, the 
only woman victim, was marked by 
the attendance of a hundred wom- 
en, while a couple of hundred of 
young women escorted the proces- 
sion, 

Beyond a few cases of isolated 
fighting the city was quiet today, 
although this was regarded general- 
ly as merely a lull in the storm. 

Military reinforcements were ex- 
pected today and the military 
patrols were continued in the af> 
fected areas. The police have cre- 
ated a sensation by alleging that 
the Sinn Feiners Thursday night 
employed explopive bullets which 
terribly wounded their victims. 

Sniping was resumed in the Kash- 
mir street area at 3 o’clock this 
morning, one man being wounded. 
Many arrests have been made in 
connection witly last night's looting 
and further news from the disturb- 
ances in the Newtonards road dis- 
trict shows a total of ten wounded 
by a volley from an armored car to 
disperse a crowd which. refused to. 
move after & baton charge by the 
police. 

The center of the trouble last 
night was St. Mathews Catholic 
chapel, rectory and convent. At- 
tempts were made to set both build- 
ings on fire with cans of petrol, but 
the police and military dispersed 
the crowd.

The 
manner in which he lost his eye in 
Envland, or better, the way in which

This Notorious Robber & 
Leaves Notebook of His ‘ 
List of Crimes---Stocked SS 
a Garage With Loot. 


By EDWARD H. SMITH 

OME weeks since, in Chicago, the police filled 
the body of a desperate man with twenty 
bullets. He had been arrested and taken to a 
station house, mainly to tell who he was and why 
he was prowling about the North Shore residen- 
tial district late in a moonless night. When the 
police atempted to search this man he uncovered 
an automatic pistol, shot down two officers and 
tried to escape, He was driven into an impasse 
and shot to death with the fire of a dozen police 
revolvers. When this rash fellow had expired 
the police produced a black silken mask which 
they had found in apocket of the dead man’s 
coat. This, said they, was Jimmy Harrigan, the 

notorious Silkk Mask Burglar. 


Immediately a romantic herb- 
age sprang up about this man 
and his veiled life, like that 
strange rank grass which greens 
in an hour after a sudden hot 
rain in a desert and is dead 
within the sunspan. It was 
said that Jimmy Harrigan was 
the peer of burglars, the leader 
of a great and subtle criminal - 
gang, a looter of millions, per- 
haps; a felonious superman, 
All this was false—mere reper-. 
torial yarning. ‘Yet the Silk 
Mask. Burglar proved to be an 
extraordinary criminal, a per- 
sonal mystery. The story: 
For six months the Chicago 
police had been struggling with 
an elusive housebreaker 
had confined his attentions 
amainly to the prosperous apart- a 
ment house district of Chicago's 
outlying North Side. Apparently ft has become 
fashionable to refer to this part of the Chicago 


world as the Gold Coast—a most amiable and 


windy euphuism, I assure you. However, many 
persons of money and many more who make com- 
fortable livings reside in this section. Not much 
coast and very little golden, but nevertheless 
quite gttractive from the burglarious standpoint. 

It was said in Chicago that scores of apart- 
ments in this district had been turhed off dy a 
robber whose methods and marks were character- 
istic and repetitive. One man or one gang was 
blamed, Later on, a robber was vaguely seen 
on several such occasions. It was said he wore 
always a black silken mask concealing the upper 
part of his face. No one got within shooting or 


catching distance of the man or was prepared 


to shoot or capture so redoubtable fellow. He 
was seen in the act of vanishing. So the tradi- 
tion of the Silk Mask Burglar grew and expanded. 

Chicago has been suffering, with many other 
places, from a revival of the criminal habit. 
. Murders, hold-ups, safe robberies and burglaries 
have multinlied in the western metropolis as 
almost nowhere else, For about two years, ac- 
cording to various sources of information, this 
increased criminality has been a problem. The 
police Rave been only moderately successful. 

But the activities of the Silk Mask Burglar 
starfed loud protesting and spurred ;to larger 
activity.

The officer understood how such 
things were, He was a policeman, and such com- 
plications were not new to him. Besides, said 
the stranger, here was his badge as a special 
officer. Surely the policeman would not betray 
him apd cause him to be suspended for deserting 
his post to go courting. So saying, the stranger 
also, produced a, card identifying him as an ¢m~ 


ployee of a private detective concern. 


Nevertheless the.policéman insisted on taking 
his capture to the Town Hall station house to 
“tell it to the sergeant.” The man went without 
protest. He repeated his story with all good 
humor in the station and every one believed him, 
They were about to send him on his way whep

the policeman. He started toward the prisoner, 
who was idly smoking. 

The man moved lazily to knock the ash from 
his cigarette. With the upward movement of 
his arm he brought out an automatic and began 
to fire. He backed up and out the-door as he 
emptied his. weapon, gained the street and started 
to run. But.too many police were upon him. He 
managed to bring two men down with wounds, 
Other officers appeared from the station and 


houses, He approached the fellow and asked — the streets. Revolvers popped at the fugitive 


from every side. 
alley beside the police house and there he went 
down ‘with a handful of pistol balls in his bieed- 
ing body. They. carted him’ quickly to a hospital, 
where he died within a few minutes. A sen- 


sational end. 


Now tthe strangeness and wonder of the man 
began to be uncovered. First of all, it was found 
that James Harrigan was, indeed, a private de- 
tective of the common sort. He had worked as 
special policeman and watchman for detective 
firms in both Chicago and New York, 

Again, #t was found that James Harrigan had 
been living respectably in the house of a widow, 
who accepted him as a man of substance and 
probity and was. permitting his attentions and 
returning them with interest. The woman; the 
sentimental fillip. 

But the genuine astonishments were all hidden 
away in an old garage at 2214 North Clark Street, 
half a mile from the police station where Jimmy 
Harrigan fought his lethal combat, This place 
the Silk Mask Burglar had rented and cqnverted 


into @ storehouse for his loot. ‘The place con- , 


sisted of a street level floor and a basement, the 
building running through from Clark to Sedg- 
wick Streets and having exits‘on both. In this 
place this strange criminal had hidden away, 
apparently without attempt to sell any consider- 
able part, the proceeds of scores, perhaps hun- 
dreds, of housebreakings. The place was clogged 
with the strangest assortment of loot one might 
hope to stare upon. Everything from gold and 
silver ornaments to a great collection of value- 
less bone collar buttons was in the place. 
Oriental rugs, fine draperies, ornamental lamps, 
silverware, clocks, furniture, vases, table pieces, 
Chinoiseries, books, pictures, clothing, travelling 
bags, jewelry, watches; bath towels, linens, hats, 
gloves, soap, ashtrays, penholders, cameras, lodge 
charms or insignia, electric sadirons, glasses, odd 
coins, keys, bottles of liquor, furs, fur coats, 


He was drrvex into a blind 
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violins, banjos, guitars; purses, meshbags, Te 
volvers, rifles, fishing tackle, electric vibrators, 
razors, combs and brushes, ‘surgical instruments, 
automobile tires and parts, shoes, smoking sets— 
—everything, no matter how useless and value- 
less, that could be carried out “of a score of 
apartments. Hven kitchen utensils and toys cost- 
ing a few cents were to be discovered in the 
mountainous store of this strange criminal. 

Investigation about the place disclosed more 
marvel, In the cellar was a dugout with a steel 
roof, through which the robber had cut a gune- 
hole, apparently intending to make his last stand 
in this armored retreat and shoot down his pur- 
euers at his ease. At another point was a trap 
door. through which the criminal might descend 
quickly to his bombproof. Again there was an 
alarm on the street door® which sounded & 
buzzer in the cellar to warn the hoarding robber 
against any intrusion, 

The investigations continued to develop wun- 
usual facts. It was found that Jimmy Harrigan 
was able to pass himself off as a man of culture 
and wide travel. He spoke seven lamguages or 
dialects. He had something of an air, The truth 
seems to be that he was the gon of an Irish- 
American father and a mother of German ex- 
traction. On the early death of hte father, tife 
mother had taken her son back to Germany and 


he had there acquired his linguistic breadth. 


Among the piles of loot in the storehouse of 
the Silk Mask Burglar were found several small 
leather account or memoranda Books. On in- 
vestigation these were found to contain a strange 
order of data. They were the account books, 
ledgers, orderly records of a man in the burglary 


business. In one book was found noted down a — 


complete list of all the apartments robbed by the 
burglar. A sample will show what the record 
was like: 

“G. Watson, 850 Win Trip No. 34—Vibra- 
tor, chain and charm, flashlight, tire gauge, pair 
cuff buttons, set stickpins; kodak, A. P. L, badge, 
fiddle, brown bag, set silverware.” 

Two other books were not less whusual. In 
one the man of the silken mask kept a file of 
all places still to be robbed, It was the familiar 
—to those who know criminals—prospett list. 
Here were set down the names and addresses of 
persons whose houses were considered worth 
robbing, with notes on the habits of the owner 
and his family, on the manner of ingress; on the 
hour best suited for attack and on the financial 
etanding of the prospective victim - = 

A third book contained a list of automobile 
owners with the date, make, condition and prob- 
able value of their. cars. BEividently the burglar 
was about to devote his attention to the more 
fruitful field of automobile stealing. 


JIMMY HARRIGAN. 


With all this information the police began to 
piece out the story of this man and to tag him 
with explanatory names, The theories regard- 
ing him are numerous and mostly amusing. First 
it was held that he must be the head of a bur- 
glar’s syndicate. A pretty stale sort of idea and 
one that found no corroboration. Again, Har- 
rigan was said to have operated with the aid of 
@ number of women, none of whom has been 


shown to the sunlight. Once’ more, an aged 


man in dark glasses was put forward as the ac- 
complice of Harrigan. 

I think it is possfble to explain the Silk Mask 
Burglar much more simply and satisfactorily. 
First of all, Harrigan was a mental defective and 
possibly insane. His actions on the night of his 
arrest and death are those of a quixotic deficient 


-Or a paranoic .in the incipient stages of his dis- 


ease. Such men—of either class—may be shrewd, 
cunning, efficient, and yet unbalanced or mad. 


‘Let us say, since there is no clinical informa- 
tion on which to make a choice, that this man 
was mentally off in one of these two directians, 
Observe, now, that he was professionally a spe- 
cial officer and night watchman. His mental 
orbit rolled around the idea of burglary and night 
crimes. His life contacted him with crime, If* 
he became unbalanced in any way his natural 
tendency would be to commit the crime he was 
habited to think about and guard against. 


Very ‘well. Harrigan, either through observa- 
tions made as a night watchman or through in- 
vestigations made later by himself or a con- 
federate, knows where there! are profitable flats 
to rob and how to rob them. He commits his 
burglaries and carries off all sorts of nondescript 
loot which no sane robber would touch, Mere 
inexperience could not extend so far as to lead 
a man to steal cakes of soap and old shoes and 
hairpins and collar buttons, 

But Harrigan is not a professional criminal. 
He has no connections in the underworld, He 
has no fence behind him and no channels for the: 
disposition of his loot, most of which is not mar- 
ketable in any case. He must have a place to 
store his goods. He rents a sterehouse and for- 
tifies it; like a man who has learned his crime 
from the romances, Here his plunder piles up 
on him. He is able to pawn the best of his stuff 
or some of it, He can use such money as he 
picks up here and there. The rest must be 
stocked away. 

But again: Harrigan was by no means thé 
originator of the record system for criminal 
data. I have already said that it has always or 


' for long been in use with many classes of rob- 


bers. However, it ws Harrigan’s fellow Chi- 
cagoan, the very celebrated Eddie Fay, one of 
the top rank bank and safe robbers,of the gen- 
eration, who carried this system to perfection, 
who actually planned a national crime trust and 
tried repeatedly to build up a syndicate of bany 
-and safe burglars. When Fay. was assassinated 
& year Or 80 ago this phase of his cryninal genius 
was much written about. H undoubtedly 
got the whole notion from Fay and carried out 
the accounts system in plain English instead 
of code, 

In other words, we have here an amateur crim- 
inal and an aberrant rolled into one. He has 
learned his trade from his inferior detective ex- 
perience, the romantic crime tales and the ideas 
of genuine criminals. 

Harrigan did nok tenawr teu Se weal nual 
to steal. He did not know how to dispose of his 
stealings or how to make connections with those 
who manage these little coups of business. He 
could not think, for his mind was diseased. He 
414 not know how to be a criminal. But he knew 
how to shoot, to kill, to die, And be shot and 
died like the madman he was.

State agencies, county commissions, railroads and all manner of public 
enterprises co-operate with one another in the general beauty, or commu- 
nity beauty, and thus California is made one of the beauty spots of the
